OLD VS. MODERN ART. 

The huge prices given recently for old 
masters on both sides of the Atlantic have 
given rise to a discussion in Paris among 
leading art authorities as to whether the 
art of past times was really superior to that 
of the present. An interesting symposium 
on the subject was published last week by 
the Excelsior, and it appears that critics 
and artists are divided into three camps— 
the modernists, those who prefer the an- 
cient styles, and the eclectics, who refuse 
to draw a dividing line between the two. 

The modernists are loud in denunciation 
of. the worship of ancient work, which 
seems to fill the minds of great collectors, 
declaring that it is a question of life and 
death to livitig artists, who are being 
starved by the old masters.
